S.R.O. 859.-— In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 809 
of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules regulating 
the method of recruitment of certain Class II — (non-Gaxtted) non-mini»terial 
posts in the Ministry of Defence, namely : — 

1. Short title. — These rules may be called the Ministry of Defence, Joint 
Intelligence Organisation Class II (non-gazetted, non-ministerial) Posts Recruit- 
ment Rules, 1964. 

3. Application. — These rules shall apply to the post of Research Assistant 
<Non-scientiflc) in the Joint Intelligence Organisation in the Ministry of Defence, 
specified in column 1 of the schedule annexed to these rules. 

8. Number, classification and scale of pay. — The number of the said post, its 
classification and the scale of pay attached thereto shall be aa specified in 
columns 2 to 4 of the said Schedule. 
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4, Method of recruitment, aye limit and other qualifications. — The method of 
recruitment to the said post, age limit, qualifications and other matters relating 
thereto shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the said Schedule : 

Provided that the upper age limit specified for direct recruitment may bfl 
relaxed in the case of candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes, 
Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accord- 
ance with the general orders issued from time to time by Central 
Government. 

5. Disqualifications. — (a) No person who has more than one wife living or 
who having spouse living, marries in any ease in which such marriage is void 
by reason of its taking place during the life-time of such spouse, shall be eligible 
for appointment to the said post and 

(b) No woman whose marriage is void by reason of the husband having a wife 
living at the time of such marriage or who has married a person who has a wife 
living at the time of such marriage, shall be eligible for appointment to the said 
post: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that there are 
special grounds for so ordering, exempt any person from the opera- 
tion of this rule.

— The following draft of certain rules regulating the division of 
Delhi Cantonment into wards for the purpose of holding elections in the said 
Cantonment and the determination of the number of members to be elected by 
each ward, which the Central Government proposes to make in exercise of the 
powers conferred by clauses (a) and (b) of section 31 of the Cantonments Act, 
1924 (2 of 1924) and in supersession of the Delhi Cantonment (Division into 
Wards) Rules, 1954, is hereby published as required by the said section for the 
information of all persons likely to be affected thereby, and notice is hereby 
given that the saia draft will be taken into consideration on or after the 30th 
day of the date of publication of this notification. 

Any objection or suggestion which may be received from any person through 
the General .Officer Commanding-in-Chief, Western Command, with respect to 
the said draft before the period specified said 30th day will be considered by the 
Central Government. 


DRAFT RULES 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may be called the Delhi 
Cantonment (Division into wards) Rules, 1964. 

(2) They shall come into force atonce. 

2. Division of Cantonment into Wards.— For the purpose of elections to the 
Cantonment Board, Delhi, the Delhi Cantonment shall be divided into the follow- 
ing wards : — 

Ward No. I 
Ward No. II 
Ward No. Ill 
Ward No. IV 
Ward No. V 
Ward No. VI 

3. Boundaries of Wards. — The boundaries of each of the wards shall be the 
same as specified in the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

4. Number of members to be elected. — The number of members to be elected 
by each of the wards shall be as follows : — 

Ward No. I — 1 member, 

Ward No. II— 1 member. 

Ward No. Ill — 1 member. 

Ward No. IV — 1 member. 

Ward No. V — 2 members (one seat is reserved for a member of the 
Scheduled Castes). 

Ward No. VI — 1 member.

BOUNDARIES OF WARDS 
WARD NO. I 

North. — From pillar No. 6-C westwards to pillar No, 6-D. 

West. — From pillar No. C-D southwest-wards clong the Cantonment Boundary 
line upto the crossing of this line with Najafgarh Road. 

Sooth. — From the crossing of Cantonment Boundary line and Najafgarh Rond 
Eastwards along the left edge of Najafgarh Road upto the junction of CVD Road 
and Najafgarh Road and then northeastwards along the left edge of the Najaf- 
garh Road upto the junction of Najafgarh Road and Station Road. Then east- 
wards from this point along left edge of the Station Road upto the junction of 
Station Road and Sadar Bazar Road. 
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East. — From junction of Station Road and Sadar Bazar Road northeastwards 
along the left edge of Sadar Bazar Road upto the junction of Hospital Road and 
Sadar Bazar Road. Then northeastwards along the left edge of Hospital Road 
upto the crossing of Nalla with the Hospital Road. Then northeastwards along 
the nalla running outside the western boundary fencing of the Military Hospital 
upto the crossing of the Nrlla with Ordnance Road. Then eastwards along the 
left edge of the Ordnance Road upto the junction of Ordnance Road and Ring 
Road. Then northwards along the right edge of Ring Road upto boundary 
pillar No. 7 fixed near Village Naraina. Then from boundary pillar No. 7 west- 
wards to boundary pillar No. 6-A and then northwards to pillar No- 6-B and then 
northwestwards upto boundary pillar No. 6-C. 

WARD NO, II 

North. — From the Cantonment Boundary pillar No, 43 westwards to pillar 
No, 42, then along the Cantonment boundary line northwards upto Cantonment 
boundary pillar No, 23-B, then westwards upto boundary pillar No. 23-A, then 
northwards upto boundary pillar No. 22, then southwards along the boundary 
line of Indarpuri and Village Naraina upto pillar No. 7. 

West. — From boundary pillar No. 7 southwards along the left edge of Ring 
Road upto the junction of Ring Road and Ordnance Road. Then westwards 
along the right edge of Ordnance Road upto the crossing of Nalla with the 
Ordnance Road. Then southwards along the Nalla outside the western boundary 
fencing of Military Hospital upto its junction with the Hospital Road, Then 
souihwestwards along the right edge of Hospital Road upto the junction of Hospi- 
tal Road and Sadar Bazar Road. Then southwards along the left edge of Sadgr 
Bazar Road upto the junction of Sadar Bazar Road and Station Road. 

South.— From the junction of Sadar Bazar Road and Station Road eastwards 
along the left edge of the Station Road upto the junction of Station Road and 
Gurgaon Road. 

East From the junction of Station Road and Gurgaon Road eastwards 

along the left edge of the Gurgaon Road upto Cantonment boundary pillar 
No. 49, Then northeastwards along the Cantonment boundary line upto Cantt : 
boundary pillar No. 43. 


WARD NO. Ill 

North.— From the junction of Station Road and Gurgaon Road westwards 
along the right edge of Station Road upto the junction of Station Road and the 
Najafgarh Nalla. 

Wrest. — From the junction of Station Road and Najafgarh Nalla southwest- 
wards along the Najafgarh Nalla upto its junction with the Kacha Nalla commg 
from the corner of Cantonment Police Station. Then southeastwards along this 
Kacha Nalla upto its meeting point with the western boundary of D/S family 
blocks of Chitral Lines. Then southwards along the outer end of these blocks of 
D/S Qrs. upto the meeting point of the boundary of Blocks Nos. 1 & 2 and the 
line coming from the northwest corner of the boundary line of Cantt : Police 
Station. Then from this point eastwards upto the northwest corner of the 
boundary wall of Cantonment Police Station. Then continuing further east- 
wards along the boundary wall of Cantt : Police Station and the right edge of 
Kotwali Road upto the crossing of Maude Road and Kotwali Road. Then south- 
wards along the right edge of Maude Road upto the junction of Parade Road 
and Maude Road. 

South.— From the junction of Parade Road and Maude Road eastwards on the 
right edge of Parade Hoad upto the junction of Parade Road and Polo Road. 

East.— From the junction of Parade Road and Polo Road eastwards along the 
right edge of Parade Road upto the junction of Parade Road and Gurgaon Road. 
Then from the junction of Parade Road and Gurgaon Road eastwards along the 
right edge of Gurgaon Road upto the junction of Gurgaon Road and Station 

Road. 

WARD NO. IV 

North.— From the junction of Maude Road and Kotwali Road westwards along 
die left edge of Kotwali Road and then along the northern boundary wall of 
Cantonment Police Station upto its northwestern corner. 
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West.— From the northwestern corner of Cantonment Police Station south- 
wards along the eastern boundary line of Military Grass Farm upto the point 
near the northwestern corner of the compound wall of the old Cantt, General 
Hospital. 

South. — From the northwestern conor of the compound wall of the old Cantt. 
General Hospital eastwards upto the main gate of the old Cantt. General 
Hospital. Then eastwards along the right edge of the service road of Old Cantt, 
General Hospital upto the junction ol Service Road and Sadar Bazar Road. Then 
northwards along the right edge of Sadar Bazar Road upto the junction of Sadar 
Bazar Road and Tigris Road. Then eastwards along the right edge of Tigris 
Road upto the junction of Tigris Road and Maude Road. 

East.— From the junction of Maude Road and Tigris Road northwards along” 
the left edge of Maude Road upto the junction of Maude Road and Kotwali 
Road, 


WARD NO. V 

North. — From the junction of Maude Road and Tigris Road westwards along 
the left edge of Tigris Road upto the junction of Tigris Road and Sadar Bazar 
Road. Then southwards along the left edge of Sadar Bazar Road upto the junc- 
tion of Sadar Bazar Road and Service Road of Old Cantt. General Hospital. 
Then westwards along the left edge of Service Road upto the entrance of Old 
Cantt, General Hospital, then continuing westwards alone the northern com- 
pound wall of old Cantt. General Hospital upto the point near the northwest 
corner of the compound wall of the Old Cantt, General Hospital on the eastern 
boundary of Grass Farm. Then northwards along the eastern boundary 
of Grass Farm upto the northwest corner of Cantonment Police Station. Then 
westwards along the boundary of D/S Blocks No. 1 & 2 of Chitral Lmes and 
then northwards along the outer boundary of the D/S Blocks of Family Qrs. of 
Chitral Lines upto the Kacha Nalla coming from the Cantonment Police Station. 
Then northwestwards along the Kacha Nalla upto the junction of the Nalla with 
the Najafgarh Nalla. Then northeastwards along the Najafgarh Nalla upto its 
crossing with Station Road. Then westwards along the left edge- of the Station 
Road upto the junction of Station Road and Najafgarh Road. Then southwest- 
wards along the left edge of Najafgarh Road upto the junction of Najafgarh Road 
with C.V.D. Road. Then westwards along the Naiafgarh Roed upto its crossing 
with the Cantonment boundary near the Railway Gate. 

West: — From the crossing of Najafgarh Road with Cantonment boundary near 
the Railway Gate southwestwards along the Cantonment boundary line running 
parallel to the Railway Line upto Cantonment Boundary pillar No. 133. Then 
from pillar No. 133 southwards through the open agricultural land to the south- 
west corner of barbed wire fencing boundary of 11 M.T.S.U., then eastwards along 
the barbed wire fencing of 11 MT.S.U. upto the turning point of the Western 
boundary of 14 Nos. blocks of residential quarters of New Project Area Air 
Force. Then from this point southwards along the edge of open agricultural land 
parallel to the western side of 14 Nos, residential blocks of New Project Area 
upto the junction with the barbed wire boundary fencing on the west of Palam 
Air Force Area. Then westwards, southwards and eastwards along the barbed 
wire boundary fencing of Air Force Area upto the entrance gate of Service Road 
of Palam Airport between Cantonment boundary pillars No. 101 and 100 which 
excludes villages Manglapuri and Sarai Sohal. 

South. — From the entrance gate of Service Road Palam Airport northeastwards 
on the outside of boundary fencing along (he Cantonment boundary line 
upto the crossing point with Gurgson Road. 

East— From the crossing of Cantonment boundary with Gurgaon Road north- 
eastwards along the left edge of old Gurgaon Road upto the junction of Old 
Gurgaon Road and Maude Road. Then northwards along the right edge of the 
Maude Road upto the northwestern corner of the boundary wall of village 
Mehramnagar. Then eastwards along the boundary wall of village Mchramnagar 
upto th6 northeastern corner of Village Mehramnagar. The northwards -long 
the old archaeological boundary wall upto Its northeastern corner. Then west- 
wards along the old archaeological boundary wall upto its junction with the Maude 
Road. Then from the junction of old archaeological boundary wall with Maude 
Road towards northeast in barren land upto the turning point towards the east 
near the boundary fencing of domestic area of Air Force Palam. Then from this 
point towards east along the boundary of the domestic area of Air Force Palam 
upto its corner turning towards the north. Then from this turning point north- 
wards alnng the 1 Service Road on the eastern side of Rock View Officers Quarters 
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A, F. Palam upto its leftern turn along the Service Road unto its junction with 
the Maude Road. Then northwards along the right edge of Maude Road upto its 
junction with Tigris Road. 


WARD NO. VI 

North. — From Cantonment boundary pillar No. 49 southwards westwards along 
the left edge of Gurgaon Road upto the junction of Parade Road and Gurgaon 
Road. Then westwards along the left edge of Parade Road upto its junction with 
Maude Road. Then southwards along the eastern, southern and western 
boundaries of Ward No. 5 and meets at the junction of Palam Road with Canton- 
ment Boundary pillar No. 133 near the Railway Gate, 

West.— From C.B. Pillar No. 133 the boundary runs southwards along the 
Cantonment boundary line upto Cantt, boundary pillar No. 129 near the Railway 
Line. 

South. — From Cantonment boundary pillar No. 129 eastwards along the Canton- 
ment boundary line upto Cantonment boundary pillar No. 76. From Cantonment 
boundary pillar No. 1 6 northwards along the Cantonment boundary line upto 
Cantonment boundary pillar No, 49.
